This naked statem ent m ust bring 
home to every reader of a newspaper the tremendous increase in 
the cost of production of a newspaper today, over w hat it was three 
or four years ago. 
This fact ought to be impressed on every newspaper in the 
country,” points out a well known publisher of the east. 
“News­ 
papers are today face to face with a situation th at threatens their 
day to day publication, and the publisher who refuses consistently 
to raise his subscription rates m ust sooner or later have the sheriff 
kncck a t his door ” 
Probably in no other line of business has the advanced cost of 
living today been more felt than it has been by the newspapers, and 
yet they have as a whole increased their prices less in ptoportion 
than the average product on the m arket today.

‘This fact ought to be impressed on every newspaper in the 
country,” points out a well known publisher of the east. 
“News­

Probably in no other line of business has the advanced cost of 
living today been more felt than it has been by the newspapers, and 
yet they have as a whole increased their prices less in proportion 
than the average product on the market today.

The significance of the annual report of the General Educa- j 
tion Board founded by Mr. Rockefeller' lies not so much in the ! 
fact that $1,675,000 was given for educational purposes to various j 
institutions without distinction of race, sex or creed, but in the 
method of distribution which is largely along the lines of help-: 
:ng institutions to -help themselves. 
In other words, as is the 1 
practice with most of the other great foundations, the Carnegie 
and the Sage, the effort is to give an amount in a certain definite 
proportion to another amount which the colleges and institutions 
raise through their own efforts. Just how much money will be 
obtained by the various drives that are now going on in college 
circles throughout the country, which are in fact stimulated by 
Rockefeller co-operation, cannot be ascertained until the summer 
commencements, when full reports will be at hand. 
But, up to 
date, it is very plain that, despite all untoward conditions grow­ 
ing out of the post-war demoralization of finance and business, 
most of the colleges will realize substantially the amounts they are 
after. 
As this success will mean rather striking contributions 
from the three great educational funds, some fair idea is given 
by these amounts of the fact that education is still the passion 
of Americans, and not even the great burdens of the war have 
changed the disposition of many to give until it hurts in order 
that the leading institutions of the country may be put on a 
sound financial basis. 
Even if all the ambitions planned be not realized, it must be 
remembered that we are much better off in this respect than 
other countries, for the private generosity of Americans toward 
f!L ? lu™t,?na11 in„Rtituti0D3 is ^ill the “admiration of the elder 
earth.

HELPING ALL TO HELP THEMSELVES. 
The significance of the annual report of the General Educa­ 
tion Board founded by Mr. Rockefeller lies not so much in the 
fact th at $1,675,000 was given for educational purposes to various 
institutions without distinction of race, sex or creed, but in the 
method of distribution which is largely along the lines of help­ 
ing institutions to .help themselves. 
In other words, as is the 
practice with most of the other great foundations, the Carnegie 
and the Sage, the effort is to give an amount in a certain definite 
proportion to another amount which the colleges and institutions 
raise through their own efforts. Just how much money will be 
obtained by the various drives that are now going on in college 
circles throughout the country, which are in fact stimulated by 
Rockefeller co-operation, cannot be ascertained until the summer 
commencements, when full reports will be at hand. 
But, up to 
date, it is very plain that, despite all untoward conditions grow­ 
ing out of the post-war demoralization of finance and business, 
most of the colleges will realize substantially the amounts they are 
after. 
As this success will mean rather striking contributions 
from the three great educational funds, some fair idea is given 
by these amounts cf the fact that education is still the passion 
of Americans, and not even the great burdens of the war have 
c hanged the disposition of many to give until it hurts in order 
th at the leading institutions of the country may be put on a | 
sound financial basis. 
Even i f all the ambitions planned be not realized, it must be 
remembered that we are much better off in this respect than 
other countries, for the private generosity of Americans toward I 
their educational institutions is still the “admiration of the elder 
earth.” That the future must be under-written educationally if 
we are to meet the great problems that face this country as the 
guide and almoner of the old world, cannot be too 
often em- 
phasized.

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Fire Department To Reorganize Into Platoon System 
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W 
ITH the Fire Depart­ 
ment but recently re­ 
organized and with new and 
splendid equipment, the city 
is now facing the proposi­ 
tion of again re-organizing 
state two platoon system 
to comply with the new 
law, which 
provides 
that 
firemen be given as much 
vime off duty as they are on 
duty. 
In order to comply with thin plan 
City Manager Kenytm Riddle, who acts 
as chief of the fire department, is now 
working on a plan to carry out the 
two platoon system here, which when 
worked out will not be any more ex­ 
pensive than under the present plan. 
The new system, according 
to 
the 
provisions of the law will be in force 
within ninety days and will provide 
that the men will be on duty twenty- 
four hours and then off for the same 
lentgh of time. 
With the new system in actual work­ 
ing order, Xenia can deservedly l>oast 
of one of the beat equipped, up-to-date 
fire fighting forces in any city of this 
size in the state. 
TTne growth of the 
department in recent years has been 
rapid, despite the fact that the rejuv­ 
enation of the fire system here began 
only about a year ago. 
The order of 
things is a result of action taken dur­ 
ing the regime of cmmission manager 
form of government and is the direct 
result of the efforts of City Manager 
Riddle. 
When the new form of government 
took chrage of the 
city’s affairs on 
January I, 1918, the fire department, 
given but little attention in former 
years, was in a primitive state of ad- > 
x ancement, although housed in a new 
station, built when the old house on 
’lyhiteman street was condemned for 
Use. 
In 1917 the chief of the 
fire 
de­ 
partment received $75 a month, and 
the four firemen used to man two 
houses 
were paid $60 a month, be- . 
sides a number of “minute men” and 
substitute firemen, who were general­ 
ly paid $10 a month. 
Under that j 
system the monthly pay roll, for the 
department was. $405 or $4,860 a year. j 
One of the initial acts of the ad­ 
ministration in its rejuvenation pro- i 
gram was the motorization of an old 
American-LaFrance 
horse 
drawn I 
piece, which had not been used for J 
years, because 
it 
weighed 
5,500* 
pounds and was almost too heavy for i 
horse work. 
The piece was mounted 
on a Republic truck 
chassis, 
and 1 
early experiments proved that the 
motor piece could cover the territory
